Wo arc 
ready to settle when the railroads anil 
Mr. Pullman see fit to do justice, and 
not before. 


"If this is not done, ii Is a fight to 


the finish, no matter what the conse- 
quences may be, and regardless of 
what capital suffers. 
So far as the in- 


junctions served upon me and 
the 


other officers of the union are con- 
cerned, we are not troubling ourselves 
about that part of the managers' game. 
We have violated no laws, and care 
nothing for the action, which was 
taken really in order that the mana- 
gers might have a legal excuse for call- 
ing out the troops. After the service 
of the papers, and before any violence 
whatever was done, the general man- 
agers rushed to the authorities with 
the false statement that the injunction 
had not been observed, and that Fed- 
eral protection was imperative.

The 
labor of his employes is _the source 
upon 'which they arc dependent for 
their maintenance. So,.then, in that 
particular, the workshops and ears of 
Mr. Pullman and the labor of his em- 
ployes are on a perfect equality, and, 
as an abstract principle of right, each 
should receive the equal protection 
of 


the law, which is the means by which 
organized society seeks to protect the 
rights of its members. But, although 
the labor of his employes has the same 
relation to their welfare as Mr. Pull- 
man's shops and railroad cars have to 
bis welfare, the law does not afford 
equal protection to both. 


If it appears that the source of Mr. 


Pullman's maintenance is in danger of 
being stricken down or destroyed by 
His employes, thejaw will, as it should, 
interposes all._its authority and power 
to prevent it. And it will lay its strong 
hand on any one who may commit an 
overt act of destruction, or attempted. 
destruction, and punish them. 
But 


what can, what does the law-do' 'when 
Mr. Pullman strikes do\yn,.or attempts 
to strike down and destroy the, source, 
of his employes' maintenance? In that 
case the law is helpless and labor must 
protect itself as best it can. As the 
law does not protect labor and there 
really docs not seem any practical way 
for if to do so, workingmen fsrm'ed 
themselves into unions for the purpose 
of protecting themselves, and one of 
the 
main objects of their organiza- 


tions is to moke the cause of one of its 
members the cause of all of its mcmr. 
bars. It Mr. Pullman has attempted to 
strike down the source of his employes' 


kind to some innocent one, then Indeed 
will righteousness be at a discount and 
crime at a premium. 


It seems to the writer that all the in- 


dividuals and newspapers who' are 
howling and growling about the cussod- 
ness and senselessness of this strike 
are of the lopsided kind, .who, while in- 
sisting that the state "protect the tangi- 
ble property of the wealthy at all 
hazards and costs wheu labor would 
protect the intangible property of the 
working man, which is all he has to 
depend on, in the only way it can, is an 
outrage against society and, a crime 
against the state which the law should 
promptly suppress, no matter how 
many women arid children may have to 
go'hungry.
